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applied towards the unrevealed wagers, and the wager pool to the patron's account balance. 

Then, the patron may use this updated account balance to, for example, play traditional games. 

Alternatively, the patron may go to service client terminal 104 and request that the patron's 

unrevealed wagers be erased and request a refund of the money that was applied towards the 

unrevealed wagers, wager pool, and or any of his account balance. In the latter two 

embodiments, when erasing the unrevealed wagers, the server 108 may record the results of 

these unrevealed wagers in the patron account file and apply these results to wagers that the 

patron purchases in the future. Other such methods will be apparent to those skilled in the art 

from the foregoing and following description and thus, are within the scope of the present 

invention. For example, the patron may not choose to reveal results and may return to the 

facility and request a refund. Alternatively, the patron could come back to the facility and may 

want to use the money applied towards the unrevealed wagers to play traditional games.
